Somerville is an almost ideal loca- 
tion for an enterprise of this nature, 
as it is accessible by four different 
railroads, being but thirty-five miles 
out of New York with hourly train 
service. The town itself is up-to-date 
and attractive, while the surrounding 
country is very fertile, level and free 
from stones. In fact nature seems to

Finderne Stock Farms 

The Finderne Stock Farms are lo- 
cated about a mile out of Somerville. 
They consist of something over four 
hundred acres of the best Holstein 
land we have ever seen. The Raritan 
iiver winds itself through the middle 
o f£ the farm, and thereby warrants 
its characterization as stated in the 
preceding sentence. 

On either side of the river lie some 
two hundred forty acres of bottom 
land, which overflows each spring, 
but is in no sense marshy or too wet 
in summer. It thus closely approxi- 
mates Holland conditions, being cov- 
c.ed with a luxuriant carpet of blue 
grass and white clover. It has never 
been plowed, but is without excep- 
tion the best pasturage we have ever 
had the pleasure of seeing. Many 
visitors at the farm, men who are ina 
position to know whereof they speak, 
have stated that in their opinion this 
plot of pasture has no equal in the 
United States. Mr. Meyer said that 
the cows would actually produce more 
milk on that pasture than they would 
on alfalfa and grain. At any rate

THE TUBERCULIN TEST. 





A Discussion of the Subject by R. N. 
Davis, Curator of the Everhart Mu- 
seum, and Reply by Geo. E. Steven- 
son, Waverly, Pa. 


(From the Sranton Tribune-Republican.) 

At the present time the tuberculin 
test of Koch is the chief reliance 
of veterinarians in deciding whether 
cattle are afflicted with tuberculosis. 
In 1890 this great bacteriologist was 
hard at work in his search for some 
positive cure for tuberculosis in man. 
He observed that when liquid cultures

of the tubercle bacillus that had been 
freed from the bacteria were injected 
into patients suffering with tuberculo- 
sis there was a rise of temperature 
that persisted for several hours. This 
reaction did not occur when normal 
individuals were injected with the 
same material. 

Similar experiments were then ta- 
ken up upon animals and similar re- 
actions were obtained from them when 
they were afflicted with tuberculosis. 
As cattle with this disease in its early 
stages have no well defined symptoms 
of it the treatment became a very 
important test in the diagnosis. The 
tuberculin is prepared by growing 
the tubercle bacillus in beef broth to 
which there has been added a little 
peptone, salt and glycerin. After sev- 
eral weeks of growth the germs are 
all killed by steaming the culture 
for several hours. The dead bacteria 
are then removed by filtering the 
sterilized culture through porcelain.

In applying the test the tempera- 
tures of the cattle are taken at two 
hour intervals and then the tuberculin, 
about two cubic centimeters, is in- 
jected beneath the skin just back of 
the shoulder. Those animals that are 
afflicted with the disease usually show 
a rise of temperature in six to twelve 
hours after the injection while cattle 
free from tuberculosis have no in- 
crease of temperature whatever. 

While this test is the main reliance 
in determining tuberculosis cattle the 
skilled veterinarian gives attention to 
the other symptoms of the cattle test- 
ed and in case of doubt the animal 
may be tested again in a few weeks 
after the first test. 

In many states the cattle that show 
fever in response to the tuberculin 
test are slaughtered and the owner is 
paid about half the value of the ani- 
mal in a healthy state. Almost in- 
variably the animals that react to the 
tuberculin are found to have lesions 
of the disease when they are examined 
internally. 

It is claimed that the tuberculin 
does no injury to the healthy cattle 
and its effect on the diseased cattle 
soon passes away. Of course, the 
tuberculin is no cure for the disease, 
but merely reveals the affected ani- 
mais and they can then be removed 
and thus protect the other members 
of the herd. 


The Reply. 

During the past few months I have 
read with much interest the cont-ibu- 
tions to The Tribune-Republican ove: 
the signature of Mr. R. N. Davis en- 
titled: ‘Nature Studies.” In Mr. Da- 
vis’ contribution, however, to The 
Tribune-Republican of July 7th. he 
seems to have gone into a new field 
still maintaining the old heading, “Na- 
ture Studies.” A better title would 
have been: “Studies in Political Arti- 
fice.” 
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If the tuberculin test accomplished 
the results attributed to it by Mr. 
Davis it would be most desirable. The 
facts are, it does not, and is admitted- 
ly so unreliable and uncertain as to 
be of practically no value in determ- 
ining the health of the cow. The re- 
cent experience of Hillside Home in 
the loss of about one-third of their 
herd of cattle by the use of tuber- 
culin is an illustration of the absurb- 
ity of following the lead of the pseudo 
scientists who advocate such a sham 
as the tuberculin test is, and who are 
indorsed by men like Mr. Davis who 
are willing to accept the bare state- 
ments of the so-called scientists with- 
out investigating the facts. — 

In 1913 Hillside Home purchased 
about one hundred head of Jersey 
and grade Jersey dairy cattle all of 
which were subjected to the tuber- 
culin test. No reactors were found. 
They were put in a new, modern, sani- 
tary dairy barn at Hillside Home, kept 
free from contact with all other cattle, 
and in April, 1914, ninety-seven re- 
maining ones again subjected to the 
tuberculin test with the result that 
thirty-six of the ninety-seven reacted 
and were pronounced diseased and 
slaughtered, and the veterinarian who 
held the post-mortem claims he found 
them diseased. Post-mortem on one 
animal that did not react in April, 
1914, also disclosed the disease. 

The tuberculin used was prepared 
at the State Laboratory at Philadel- 
phia, in each instance. Perhaps, the 
tuberculin used at the first test was 
improperly prepared and impotent for 
no reactors were produced by its use. 
It may be that their sterilizing and 
filtration plan of preparing the tuber- 
culin failed and possibly, live germs 
were injected into the circulation of 
the cows, at the first test, which had 
inoculated the animals and developed 
the disease prior to the test in April 
1914. In either event, the use of 
tuberculin was a failure so far as 
freeing Hillside Home cattle of the 
disease was concerned. The directors 
at the Home should not be censured, 
however, for making use of it, but 
the Pennsylvania Livestock Sanitary 
Board and their supposedly scientific 
experts who advocate its use for such 
purposes should be censured. 

Dr. Mohler of the Department of 
Agriculture, Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, Washington, D. C., used the tuber- 
culin test for scientific purposes at 
the Union Stock Yard, Chicago, in 
November, 1911, on five hundred worn 
out dairy cows, the result of which 
test was not made the subject of a 
bulletin or given to the public under 
sensational head lines through the 
daily press.

animals pronounced sound, 75 reacting 
or diseased and twenty-two placed in 
a new class, namely: suspicious, that 
does not exist when the tuberculin 
test is used in Pennsylvania among 
dairymen who are foolish enough to 
permit its use. The post-mortem ex- 
amination of the 402 healthy animals 
revealed 375 healthy ones and twenty- 
seven diseased ones, eight of which 
were unfit for food. Of the seventy- 
five reactors, the post-mortem revealed 
nine perfectly healthy animals and 
sixty-seven diseased, thirty-four of 
which were condemned for food, and 
of the twenty-two suspicious cattle 
seven were found sound and fifteen 
diseased, four of which were con- 
demned for food. 

It is self-evident from the above 
results that the tuberculin test is ab- 
solutely of no value, so far as prac- 
tical results are concerned, in eradica- 
ting tuberculosis from our dairy cattle. 
Real students of the subject have 
determined by their experiments, that 
the use of the tuberculin test will 
condemn perfectly sound animals and 
will leave diseased animals in a herd. 
In other words, its limitations and 
uncertainties are so great that it is 
really of very little value as a diagnos- 
tic agent. 

A veterinarian at the head of one 
of our leading veterinary colleges of 
the East, a recognized authority, in a 
letter to me recently states that he 
believes tuberculosis can be eradicat- 
ed. He says: 

“If cattle are carefully examined 
physically and all animals that show 
evidence of tuberculosis are eliminated 
from the herd, and if these examina- 
tions are frequently repeated, all in- 
fected animals that will develop the 
disease will, in time, be eliminated.” 

Dr. James Law, now deceased, form- 
erly of Cornell university says: “To

sum up, the tuberculin test aggravates 
the existing tuberculosis and is, there- 
fore, unwarranted to use on man or 
cattle that are to be kept alive.” 

New York state has tested less than 
one per cent. of her dairy animals at 
an expense to the commonwealth of 
$400,000. Pennsylvania’s statistics are 
not yet available, but probably less 
than one-half of one per cent. have 
been tested with tuberculin at a cost 
of upwards of $400,000, and the head 
of the State Livestock Sanitary Board, 
today, admits that we cannot raise the 
money to test all of the dairy herds 
and slaughter the reactors. 

Dr. Koch, the discoverer of tuber- 
culin, said that bovine tuberculosis 
was a form of disease distinct from 
the form affecting the human race and 
was noncommunicable. This constant 
agitation as to the danger of communi- 
cating bovine disease from the use of 
milk from animals that had the bo- 
vine form of the disease is unwarrant- 
ed and unnecessary. I doubt if there 
is a single instance in which there is 
positive proof of the communication 
of the bovine disease to the human 
race through the use of the milk from 
a diseased animal. Milk, however, is 
a good cultural medium, and, by care- 
less and unsanitary handling of it 
after it comes from the cow, it may 
become contaminated with the germs 
of the diseases to which the human 
race is subject and act as a carrier 
of disease. 

The Lancaster courts recently de- 
cided that the Pennsylvania legisiative 
act of 1913, requiring the tuberculin 
test for interstate shipments of cattle 
was unconstitutional. We sincerely 
hope that Pennsylvania will have a 
wiser legislature at the next session 
and forever abolish the tuberculin 
test as a requirement for interstate 


shipments. GEORGE E. STEVENSON.

Forty-eight of these counties did not 
send a prisoner to the penitentiary 
last year, and eighty-seven counties 
did not send an insane patient to the 
asylums. In fourteen counties no 
jury has been called in ten years to 
try a criminal case. Fifteen counties 
have empty jails. Thirty-eight coun- 
ties have empty poorhouses, and the 
second lowest death rate in America 
is the Kansas death rate of seven and 
a half a thousand.” 


The same writer says further: 


“The average holding of taxable 
property, taking the number of people 
in the state and dividing it by the 
total assessed valuation of the state, 
is $1,666.92, which The Wall Street 
Journal recently declared to be the 
largest in America. Also a report 
from Director Harris, of the Census 
Bureau, shows that we have de- 
creased our state debt faster than any 
other state.” . 


Socially, the Holstein breeder is 
farthest removed from the evil effects 
of the sale of strong drink, which 
works most serious injury in the 





towns and cities; but economically 
the farmer suffers with the rest, bear. 
ing, as he does, more than his share 
of the burdens imposed by the mainte. 
nance of crowded poorhouses, insane 
asylums and jails and by keeping in 
motion at heavy expense the cumber. 
some machinery of the courts. 

Moreover, the question of putting a 
ban on the sale of intoxicating bever. 
ages is not far removed from the 
problems of the dairyman who is try- 
ing to make ends meet, selling milk 
at two or three cents a quart. Aside 
from the improved business condi- 
tions resulting from the closing of 
jails, insane asylums and poorhouses, 
it is manifest that the overthrow of 
rum will mean the popularizing of 
other beverages to take its place. The 
World proposes Holstein Milk as the 
new national drink.

A Record Price for Pennsylvania. 


Mr. John Arfmann recently pur- 
chased of Mr. A. E. Robinson the 6- .

DOLLAR. 
By E. M. Hastings 

On the afternoon of July 22, at his 
home in Heuvelton, occurred the death 
of E. H. Dollar. Mr. Dollar was young 
in years but measured by work ac- 
complished his was a well rounded 
life, and though cut down in his prime, 
when his broadening opportunities 
seemed to point to a future of in- 
creased usefulness, he had wrought 
with such diligence and ability that 
his brief thirty-nine years will count 
for more than can be credited to most 
men of long life, in labors completed 
and friendships formed. 

Mr. Dollar was born on the farm 
that was destined later to become 
famous as the home of Fairview Herd, 
and, therefore, one of the greatest 
Holstein breeding establishments in 
America. It is interesting to note that 
his early ambitions were not in the 
direction of farming. For some time 
he was an attendant in the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Ogdens- 
burg. He completed a course in the 
Albany Business College, and later 
filled a position in New York city as 
a stenographer in the employ of the 
Standard Oil Company. Upon the 
death of his father, he took charge 
of the farm, and here his courage and 
business ability and executive force 
found scope for development. 

It was, perhaps, a dozen years ago, 
when I first met Mr. Dollar, in the 
office of Henry Stevens & Son, where 
he was negotiating for his first regis- 
tered Holstein bull. I well recall my 
first impression of him, an impression 
that was later confirmed by more in- 
timate acquaintance. He was sin- 
cere and earnest, careful in deciding, 
anxious to do what he thought would 
work out for the best, and having 
made his decision, willing to venture 
much for the success of his plans. 
At that time he was undertaking the 
work of a pioneer, few Holstein herds 
having yet attained rroeminence in 
Northern New York; and fer a jyouiig 
man shouldering a heavy debt, who 
had yet to prove his ability as a farm- 
er, the purchase of pure bred Holstein 
foundation stock indicated not only 
foresight and breadth of vision, but 
a degree of courage that the present 
popularity of the breed makes it 
difficult for us to appreciate. 

The farm did not come to Mr. Dol- 
lar wholly by inheritance, as he was 
one of a family of eight children, and 
his widowed mother still survives. 
Therefore, when taking possession of 
the homestead, he had his fortune to 
make. 

I remember with wonder the extra- 
ordinary discernment as a judge of 
cattle that he exercised on one occa 
sion when inspecting a yardful of heif- 


E. H. 
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ers lately brought East from Pontiac, 
Michigan, and how he picked out the 
daughters of Pontiac Korndyke and 
Hengerveld De Kol that so soon by 
their remarkable records were to 
bring distinction to the Fairview Herd 
and its owner. When he made his 
selections these heifers were in the 
rough, growthy in respect to size, 
but coarse in build, ungroomed and 
unattractive except to the eye that 
could look below the surface and dis- 
cover cattle quality. Such an eye 
had Mr. Dollar. 

It was with animals of this charac- 
ter that Mr. Dollar built up the Fair- 
view establishment. His later pur- 
chase of Pontiac Korndyke placed at 
the head of the growing herd a sire 
that has since come to be recognized 
as one of the three or four greatest 
of the breed. Pontiac Korndyke was 
in his seventh year when Mr. Dollar 
bought him for the unusual price of 
one thousand dollars. Experienced 
breeders questioned the wisdom of 
paying so much for a bull of his ad- 
vanced age, but when his quality was 
later demonstrated in the records of 
his daughters, the owner’s foresight 
was again vindicated. 

Concerning the various successes 
that brought fortune and reputation to 
Mr. Dollar, it is not my purpose to write 
in detail. His work as a lecturer at 
farmers’ institutes throughout’ the 
state, his connection with the New 
York State Dairymen’s Association of 
which he was formerly the president, 
and his labors to promote better meth- 
ods of farming and dairying in his 
own community are matters of cur- 
rent knowledge. A splendid herd of 
cattle and a well tilled farm, with im- 
posing buildings and up-to-date equip- 
ment, remind us of the wisely direct- 
ed activities of one who wrought with 
signal ability; but a more enduring 
memorial exists in the record of char- 
acter and usefulness that distin- 
guished his life, and in tribute to 
which a great concourse of neighbors 
and friends, many hundreds in num- 
ber, met at the family residence last 
Friday afternoon. The size of the 
crowd and the territory represented 
showed that in a very real sense, Mr. 
Dollar belonged to all Northern New 
York, although the presence of many 
from a distance evidenced the breadth 
of the interests to which his life had 
been devoted. 

A prodigious worker, Mr. Dollar 
successfully maintained his numerous 
activities even when strongly handi- 
capped by ill health. For several 
years he had been afflicted with rheu- 
matism, and a couple of years ago 
while adjusting a hay carrier in his 
large barn, sustained a severe injury 
from which he never tully recovered. 
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Last winter he went to Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, for treatment, returning 
home the middle of April. The im- 
mediate cause of his death was given 
as cerebral meningitis.
